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The secret life of a Searchlight mole 
* 


MANY readers will now be aware from 
stories appearing elsewhere, that top 
British ‘nazi’ Ray Hill has, for the last 
five years, been working for Searchlight. 

He approached us, offering to help, 
when he returned from South Africa in 
1979. As a younger man in Britain, he 
had been attracted by the arguments of 
racist groups in Leicester, where he 
lived, and had become embroiled in 
fascist politics. His experiences during a 
twelve year emigration to South Africa, 
however, opened his eyes to the evils of 
racism, and he underwent a genuine 
conversion. Courageously, he decided to 
remain within the fascist organisations, 
and do what he could to destroy them. 

Naturally, when he first approached 
us, we were deeply suspicious. But Ray 
Hill never once asked for payment for 
his efforts, and his information checked- 
out time and again. On many occasions, 
he quite literally put his life at stake for 
the cause of anti-fascism. 

As well as being deputy leader of 
British Movement, and later of the 
British National Party, he was deeply 
involved in transactions between British 
nazis and foreign terrorists. His efforts 
led directly to the arrests of violent 
fanatics, and his unique work in 
uncovering terrorist plans has saved 
countless lives. The anti-fascist 
movement owes him an enormous debt 
of gratitude. 

Ray Hill is now 45, and decided some 
months ago that he wanted to wind 
down his work and devote the sort of 
time to his family that his undercover 
activities have denied him. So when 
Searchlight was asked if it could 
contribute to a major Channel 4 project 
exposing right-wing terrorism, we and he 
agreed that his remarkable story could 
form a major part of the programme. It 
has also been serialised in a Sunday 
newspaper. 

Even this covers only a fraction of 


Ray Hill’s achievements, and over the 
coming months, Searchlight will be 
serialising the often incredible story of a 
highly successful ‘mole’, burrowing 
deep in the guts of the international nazi 
movement. 

Ray Hill’s story demonstrates one 
thing very clearly: that even down in the 
sewers of right-wing and racist violence, 
there may be people who are not 
immune from basic sentiments of 
humanity and decency, and who may, in 
the end, display remarkable moral and 
physical courage when they perceive the 
evil which has ensnared them. Ray Hill is 
not the first, nor only ‘‘worm who 
turned’’. And he won’t be the last.

This is the first "Chairman's Newsletter", in future they will be issued on an 
occasional basis to members who contribute to the Militants' Levy. They will 
contain a number of items of information concerning N.F. members and the progress 
of the National Front which should be of interest to those people who commit 
themelves to this financial sacrifice. 


I am sure that all members will wish to join me in congratulating Ian Newport, 
Micky Burroughs and Robert Young on their acquittal on Race Act charges based on the 
booklet, We Are NF. The Race Traitors have been beaten at their own game played under 
their own rules, The tears must have been flowing freely in the Home Office and the 
Law Officers' Department - not to mention Raphael Tuck House! It shows that they can 
be beaten but we must be ready for the Establishment devising new ways of putting our 
activists behind bars. It would seem that the fate of our members depends, in no small 
measure, on the luck (and in some cases the quite illegal contrivance) in the choice of 
judge and jury. 


One fresh ploy that the Establishment seem to have stumbled upon is to charge our 
members with "behaviour likely to cause a breach of the peace" for their "mere presence" 
on a shopping precinct displaying a single copy of NF News, That is how the charge that 
Paul Vessey and I face on 27th February, was explained to Paul by the visibly unstable 
P.C. Raj who arrested us and later by a Jewish constable, They have not alleged that 
we said or did anything more than that, If they were to succeed with these charges, 
the National Front would have become an effectively proscribed organisation. You can 
be assured that we are determined that they shall not succeed but this will cost a lot 
of money. I ask you to contribute to the MPLDAF to defend the Party in this and other 
cases, 


ON 29th January, the National Front succeeded in preventing the IRA from holding 
their 'traditional' Bloody Sunday March. There can be no doubt that, if it had not 
becn for our determination to hold a counter-demonstration against the IRA, wherever 
they turned up, the authorities would have been quite happy to allow these murderers 

‘¢ insult the memories of the Harrods bomb victims and their predecessors, by marching 
through an English town. 


National Front activities must be seen to be topical and provide our visible 
comment on contemporary events, It was with that in mind that the Party has established 
a number of Instant Response Groups. One of these persuaded the police to stop an 
IRA meeting in Grays, Essex. Another took similar action in Birmingham recently. We 
must ensure that more of these groups are established so that we can be seen to be 
responding to events as they occur, 


However, merely regcting to events is not sufficient. Our realisation of that has 
led us to devise a well-considered strategy that includes a path to power that is within 
our capabilities, The National Directorate met to approve the essentials of that 
strategy on the eve of the Organisers' Conference on lth January. The Executive and 
the Directorate will meet in the near future to put that strategy into documentary form 
So that goals can be set for every unit of the Party and we can measure our progress on 
the path to power. 


New Nation has hardly been noted for its regularity of appearance but a schedule of 
production has been worked out and No.5 is now being type-set and will appear on time. 


It was not surprising to see that, of all the organisations and individuals mentioned 
in the recent Panorama programme, the National Front was alone in not being invited to 
take part or even to make a statement, The programme makers vere ‘content to give air-time 
to a bunch of unknowns, whose eccentricity and personal mediocrity vas matched only by 
their political insignificance, Had we been given the right of reply, we would have 
brought to an end, once-and-for-all, the suggestion that the National Front is trying 
to infiltrate the Tory Party, The idea that we, a radical, Racial Nationalist party, 
should seek to infiltrate the unsavoury corpse of the Conservative Party, is so ludicrous 
that it should not need to be denied. However it has been repeated so often, even in that 
so-called 'paper of record’, » that it has now become a fact that cannot be 
disputed by mere evidenced 


There are, no doubt, some Conservative ‘Nationalists’ - outside the National Front - 
who would see such a denial by us a8 conclusive ‘proof! that we have now become ‘Racial 
Trotskyists' or 'National Bolsheviks'. It should not surprise us that there are political 
illiterates outside the Party who do not understand the difference betveen extending 
the principle of private property to the bulk of the work-force and the establishment 
of a state monopoly over industrial, agricultural and commercial property. We can, at 
least, (we hope) be satisfied that current members of the Party are not similarly confused, 


Nationalist Books has sent a consignment of records produced by White Noise Records 
and performed by Skrewdriver to West Cermany. I am sure that West German young people 
will welcome this first large-scale export of Nationalist material from Britain to West 
Germany! I am not so confident that the West German Establishment will be so enthusiastic! 


It 18 perhaps no coincidence that some of the best-known political works are written 
in prison. Any individual or organisation that causes the Establishment—of-the—Day 
enough trouble is bound to suffer repression. Joe Pearce, when he was Editor of Bulldog, 
was important enough in the eyes of the Establishment for them to gaol him for six months, 
Simply for telling the truth, I hope that every member will regard his first book, Fight 
For Freedom, important enough to read and discuss, But reading his book is not sufficient. 
Every member must do everything they can in the National Front to Fight Por Freedom for the 
British Nation. Joe's book, written during his time in Chelmsford Prison, is now in stock: 
the Nationalist Bookshop. Order your copy today! 


When Joe became Education and Training Officer in October, he expressed his 
determination to improve the level of ideological education of our menbers. This 
determination was brought to fruition recently when the first of a series of ten seminars 
was held in London, They will all be recorded on video cassette and a repeat series will 
be run in the Midlands and the North. Make sure you apply for a place. 


However, it would appear that Joe has not been spending all his time writing books 
and organising seminars, I have pleasure in congratulating Joe and his wife, Gina, on 
the splendid news that Gina is expecting their second child. I am sure that every member 
will be as pleased as I vas to hear the neva.

NF HOMES 
RAIDED IN 
OBSCENITY 
SWOOPS 


WITH warrants issued under the 
Obscene Publications Act, police 
recently raided the homes and 
property of leading NF members 
and other prominent fascists in an 
attempt to establish the origins of 
racist literature contravening the 
Race Relations Act. 

The raids took place on February 28 
at the London homes of Joe Pearce and 
Ian Anderson, and at four properties in 
Brighton and Sussex owned by the 
Hancock family. Anthony and Alan 
Hancock are long-standing nazi 
propagandists and are behind the 
revisionist Historical Review Press. 
Scotland Yard called in Sussex police to 
assist in the Brighton raids. 

Material connected with the NF 
magazine Bulldog was seized in London, 
but it seems that nothing was found at 
the Sussex addresses. 

Police are believed to be keen to 
establish with certainty the identity of 
Bulldog’s editor, who is named in the 
magazine only as ‘‘Captain Truth’’. 


Blackburn 
boot-boys 
fool FA? 


Much comment followed the 
appearance, at last month’s 
‘friendly’ football international 
between England and France, of the 
Blackburn NF banner on _ the 
terraces of the Parc des Princes in 
Paris. 

The game, of course, featured much 
violence between English fans and the 
French CRS riot police. In the 
Commons and the press the following 
day attention was repeatedly drawn to 
the Blackburn NF presence, and the 
question yet again raised of whether the 
NF contingent at England away games is 
related to outbreaks of violence. 

One person who might have 
something to say on this matter is 
Blackburn NF member John Ellison, 
whose banner it was on display at the 
match, and who accompanied it there. A 
former British Movement member, 
Ellison was until last year the secretary 
of the Blackburn NF branch. 

Ellison made the Paris trip with about 
half a dozen of his Lancashire 
Kameraden who, it appears, make 
regular trips to follow the England team. 
Excursion organisers please note.

Dear Searchlight, 

I recommend your valuable magazine to others, 
but resent the assumption by some contributors 
that to be anti-fascist it is necessary to be pro- 
Soviet. Your December portrait of Roger 
Scruton stuck the label of ‘‘noted anti-Soviet 
activists’’ on Leonard Shapiro and Peter 
Reddaway. I doubt if you would care to question 
the honesty of their research openly, and perhaps 
their academic record does not need defending, 
but Reddaway’s campaign over the years for the 
exposure of the political abuse of psychiatry in 
the Soviet Union is an important part of the 
struggle for human rights world-wide. 


The “‘anti-Soviet”’ label is a crude one used by . 


the machine of Soviet ‘‘justice’’ to brand 
everything the regime wishes to crush — any 
form of ideological or civic independence. If 
Reddaway’s work has persuaded him against 
unilateralism, this may be sad but it’s not 
surprising. The blame is to be laid at the door of 
the Serbsky Institute, among others. 

Many in Europe would describe as ‘‘fascist’’ 
the use of psychotropic drugs on political (or 
any) prisoners, not to speak of the treatment of 
would-be independent trade unionists and peace 
campaigners. 

In February’s issue, the reviewer would clearly 
like to say more in favour of the record of the 
German Communist Party pre-1933, with whom 
s/he seems to align all (the best) German 
workers. There’s no point in ‘‘balancing’’ the 
follies and crimes of the past but the theory of 
Social Fascism, or ‘‘After Hitler, Our Turn’”’ 


originated not in Berlin, but in Moscow. 

If you are going to take a position on the 
Soviet régime then perhaps your pages should be 
open to more than followers of some partys on 
the “‘left’’.

@CALL FOR NF BAN AT GRAVESHAM 


Gravesham Borough Council, Kent, is being 
urged to ban National Front meetings on its 
premises. At the moment it allows the NF to hold 
meetings provided they’re not advertised in 
advance. 

Among the organisations calling for a total 
ban on NF meetings are the Gravesend and 
District Community Relations Council, the Sikh 
Temple Management Committee, and the Asian 
Welfare Society. The Sikh Temple Committee 
has said that Front meetings could lead to attacks 
on Asians. The Temple Committee said that 
Borough Council members would be held 
responsible for any future attacks on Asians. The 
Asian Welfare Society has written to the leader 
of the Council, the Chief Constable of Kent, and 
the Home Secretary, expressing concern over 
Front meetings in the borough. (Gravesend 
Report, Kent 27.1.84.) 


@ FIRE DESTROYS HANDSWORTH SHOP 


Police are investigating a case of suspected 
arson, following a fire which destroyed a shop in 
Handsworth. A fireman was injured fighting the 
blaze at the West Indian and American 
Cosmetics Company in Soho Road, but was 
allowed home after hospital treatment. 
(Birmingham Evening Mail 9.2.84.) 


@ GOLF CLUB GUILTY OF RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION 


A Shropshire golf club unlawfully discriminated 
against a Sikh man who wished to join. 

Mr Pramijit Singh Hothi, (40), a post office 
supervisor, had applied to join the Wrekin Golf 
Club. He had played there as a visitor, and his 
application to join was supported by two club 
members. Mr Hothi attended an interview, but 
then his application was put to a ballot of club 
members, a procedure which had. never been 
followed before, and his application was vetoed. 

Birmingham County Court awarded Mr Hothi 
£150 damages, and the golf club was ordered to 
reconsider his application with a different panel 
of committee members conducting the interview. 

The court case was supported by the 
Commission for Racial Equality. (Birmingham 
Evening Mail 23.2.84, 24.2.84, 25.2.84.) 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


@ AUSCHWITZ 1944 — ENGLAND 1984 


The Auschwitz exhibition has opened in 
Basildon, Essex. Many items intended for the 
exhibition were destroyed or badly damaged in a 
mystery fire at a Birmingham warehouse. 

The Reverend Lionel Webber, of St Martin’s 
Church, Basildon, where the exhibition is being 
held, said there had been a constant stream of 
visitors. 

‘* All of the exhibits damaged in the fire are on 
display, including charred carvings, which have 
made quite an impact. 

“‘We have labelled the exhibits ‘‘Auschwitz 
1944 — England 1984’’. The exhibits from the 
fire have made a very powerful impression; the 
implication is that it still goes on.’’ (Jewish 
Chronicle 3.2.84.) 


@ ARSON THREAT TO PEACE TEACHER 


A teacher named in the a Daily Mail ‘‘exposé’’, 
has been subjected to a torrent of hate mail, 
including material from the National Front. A 
phone caller suggested that teacher George 
Lipkin take out fire insurance. 

The Daily Mail article pinpointed Mr Lipkin, a 
teacher at Sir William Collins School, Somers 
Town, London, by including his name, address, 
and a photograph of his house. It alleged that his 
organisation, ‘‘Teachers for Peace’’, was 
spearheading a movement intent on 
‘‘brainwashing”’ children into supporting one- 
sided disarmament. 

Mr Lipkin has been supported by his head 
teacher, Pam Turner, who described the Mail 
article as ‘‘absolutely horrific’, and’ by the 
school’s NUT members, who passed a resolution 
supporting his peace study initiatives. Mr Lipkin 
intends to complain to the Press Council about 
the Daily Mail article. (Hampstead & Highgate 
Express 10.2.84.)

BLACKBURN NF SAGA... 
Part 97 


DISSENSION still rages in Blackburn 
National Front (see last month's Searchlight). 
Latest evidence comes in a _ recent 
‘“‘Memorandum” issued by local NF 
chairman Bob Hayes. As it is marked 
“Confidential” (why not ‘Top Secret’’?) it 
must be serious. 

In fact, Hayes has decided to resign both 
his Blackburn chairmanship and his post as 
North West Regional Secretary, as well as 
his membership of the Front. 

In a somewhat bad tempered explanation, 
Hayes hits out at those he doesn’t like. “The 
NF”, he says, “will never achieve its aims 
because there are too many people using it 
for their own ends’. These include 
members and officials “who are careerists”’. 
Amongst these he numbers those who have 
booted Martin Webster into touch. 

But careerists are not Hayes’ only bug- 
bear. In addition, he lashes out at “those 
who treat the party as a hobby . . . to get 
drunk and involve themselves in brawls 
with ‘blacks and reds’.” And, as if that 
weren't bad enough, he has discovered “old 
style nazis . . . who use the NF as a club in 
which they can talk fondly of Hitler and nazi 
Germany — hoping that Britain might find 
its own Fuhrer of nazi proportions”. 

Clearly Hayes is no longer endeared to the 
Front, but he had just about summed up the 
character of the organisation in which he 
held office: careerists, thugs and nazis. 

Now he says that “with these sort of 
people in the NF, it is obvious that new 
recruits will either become disillusioned 
with the party or will be engulfed by one of 
the factions within the party’. In fact, 
fascist organisations do not have any other 
“sorts of people”. 

Hayes is living proof that if you lie down 
with dogs you get up with fleas. Where will 
he go now? We cannot predict that, but we 


wouldn’t be at all surprised if he ends up — 
like so many who have left the NF — in the 
ranks of the Conservative Party. Watch this 
space.

SMOKING THEM OUT 


WE are pleased to report (honest injun) that 
the long march of the Greater London 
Young Conservatives away from right-wing 
extremism is continuing. The AGM Annual 
Report, for instance, reports that “in the 
light of bad publicity last year, GLYC has 
made a positive effort to improve its 
image”, such efforts including a “race 
relations seminar’. And motions were 
proposed declaring apartheid as 
“fundamentally incompatable (sic) with 
Christian principles” and calling for an end 
to the obsession with immigration levels, 
“towards policies to improve race relations 
in this Country”. : 

It should be stated, however, that the 
wild persons are not completely silenced. 
The nomination list for officers includes not 
only the notorious Harry Phibbs (who 
boasts that he condemned the Young 
Conservatives’ report “which smeared 
several Conservative MPs as extremists”); 
but also Adrian Lee (member of the Monday 
Club’s inaptly-named ‘Race Relations 


Policy Committee”); Andrew V.R. Smith 
(Monday Clubber, “currently organising 


the social problem”). Now he has begun to 
use his weekly column in The Times to 
counter the association with Casey's views. 

His device is a kind of joke, and he has 
used it twice in six weeks. In his first 
column (17.1.84), he affected to conclude 
from the ILEA definition of racism that he, 
Scruton, was himself black, on the grounds 
that he was a member of “a minority 
group”, which he defined as “the most 
persecuted of all mintority groups in our 
society .. . | mean, the group of educated 
people”. Then on 28 February, he returned 
to the theme, comparing race hatred with a 
notion he called “classism’, under the 
heading “A Socialist Evil to rival Racism”. 

Now, Mr Scruton is a bright fellow, and 
knows the nonsense he is talking, but this 
may not apply to the readership of 7he 
Times, so here goes. Whether or not it is true 
that “the educated group” or the middle 
class are discriminated against (and it is 
difficult to think of any area in which this 
can be said to be so, particularly since 1979), 
the essential difference between class and 
race discrimination is that class is a function 
of things — like income and employment — 
that are changeable, and that race is a 
function of something — birth — which is 
not. 

Which is why race discrimination is such a 
particular evil, and why Scruton, despite his 
witty protestations, would continue to be 
ashamed of promoting it, both by printing 
Casey’s article, and by accepting its premise 
if not its conclusions.

CLASS ENEMY 


OVER recent months, New Authoritarian 
guru Roger Scruton has been at pains to put 
distance between himself and the sinister 
John Casey, whose essay advocating 
compulsory repatriation was the most 
significant article in the first issue of 
Scruton’s Salisbury Review. In SR No.4, for 
instance, Scruton wrote that “we may 
disagree” with Casey’s proposal (even 
though “there is no doubt that, merely to 
arrest the flow of immigrants cannot solve 


CHECK, MATE! 


ONE of the little tricks that racists get up to 
is to ‘set up” a newspaper correspondence 
in local newspapers and editors are often 
fooled — sometimes through their own 
neglecting to make simple checks on the 
authenticity of names and addresses. 

The Waltham Forest Guardian in East 
London recently carried two letters, the first 
from “RLM Chaudri’’ demanding that 
£100,000 instead of £10,000 be spent on the 
local borough anti-racist campaign, the 
second from “Samantha Pert” the following 
week insisting this was “chicken feed”, 
because it wouldn’t do much to “stamp out 
the racism of the local ‘indigenous English’ 
as they like to call themselves”. Neither 
person is known to live in the area at the 
addresses given. 

There is a strong anti-semitic element to 
both letters, which also attack the 
monarchy and the church and list 
“Shakespeare, Drake, Nelson and 
Churchill” as “imperialists”. The idea is to 
misrepresent the case against racism and 
fascism and so frighten off people who may 
otherwise feel sympathy. 

But in this instance, a simple check by the 
editor or another senior executive would 
have elicited the same _ information 
Searchlight obtained and prevented a 
platform for the racists.

| by- election secret 


JOHN Tyndall’s political perversity 
knows no bounds it seems. Having 
since the General Election scorned the 
idea of fighting parliamentary by- 
elections (while the deposit was only 
£150) he has now decided to contest the 
next one (the first to cost each 
candidate £1,000). 


Tyndall, leader of the British National 
Party, has been telling his closest associates 
that although he has been publicly 
condemning the increase in election 
deposits, he does actually see some merit in 
it. It will, he says, eliminate frivolous 
candidates. That the BNP might be 
considered frivolous — particularly if he is 
their candidate — seems to have eluded the 
vain-glorious fuhrer. He is convinced that 
he can beat the NF to the punch and 
establish the BNP in the public mind as the 
only serious nationalist group on the British 
scene. 

As we have already reported, the present 
turmoil in the NF is both a joy and a 
problem to Tyndall. It is known that since 
the formation of the BNP Tyndall has been 
in touch with anti-Webster factions in the 
Front, including Joe Pearce, but neither 
can see how they can carry their supporters 
with them in any effort towards unity. 
Webster’s departure, even if it should prove 
permanent, would not make matters much 
easier. His father-in-law and bankroller 
Charles Parker, who has recently been quite 
seriously ill and is not yet fully recovered, is 
adamantly opposed to any reconciliation, 
Webster or no Webster, and the man who 
pays the piper calls the tune. 

To explain his lack of initiative towards 





SECURITY guards on patrol recently on a 
north London housing estate were 
astonished to come across men in 
paramilitary uniforms carrying out 
exercises in a children’s playground — and 
they turned out to be members of Tony 
Malski’s National Socialist Action Party. 

It happened at the Burghley Rd estate in 
Tufnell Park. On Sunday 19 February, two 
council security guards on routine patrol 
across the estate’s playground encountered 
five men in paramilitary uniforms going 
through their paces before an audience of 
children. 

Challenged by the security guards, the 
men claimed to be from the local Territorial 
Army unit, but when the security staff 
checked with the TA barracks concerned 
and were assured that they were nothing to 
do with the TA they immediately called the 
police. 

The sight of the arriving police patrol, 
however, seemed to upset the five men in 
the playground. They ran for it, but one 
was caught and questioned. 


the ‘‘unity’’ that he has always publicly 
preached, Tyndall, robbed of his favourite 
theme of homosexuality, has taken to 
describing the present Front leadership as 
‘“‘A bunch of juvenile Nationalist 
Bolsheviks’’. 

The present situation is ironic to say the 
least. For the past two years or so Tyndall 
has accused the Front leadership of 
“inventing’’ ideological differences to turn 
the spotlight away from Websters 
‘*perversion’’, which, he insisted, was the 
only really serious matter dividing the two 
factions. Now he is forced to tell his 
supporters that, in the absence of 
homosexuality, there are ‘‘deep ideological 
divisions’? keeping them apart. The only 
alternative is to admit the plain truth; that, 
in the absence of Martin Webster, the 
greatest divisive influence in the nazi 
movement is the egotistical John Tyndall. 

Meanwhile the pattern remains largely 
the same with the Front paramount in 
London but the BNP gaining a little ground 
in the North. Their particular strength 
seems to lie in the north-east with their 
Newcastle and Gateshead Branch probably 
the largest in the country and, largely due to 
the inactivity of former Directorate member 
Philip Gegan, the Front has been 
completely eclipsed by the BNP in 
Leicester. The BNP have, however, made 
what they consider to be a breakthrough in 
London by recruting former Front 
Directorate member and ‘‘Chief Steward’’, 
Robin May. 

But overall there seems to be no end in 
view for what Tyndall grandiosely describes 
as ‘‘The struggle for the soul of British 
Nationalism’’. Long may it continue. 


Malski’s ravens fly from police 


They were, he said, from the ‘‘Black 
Ravens’’, a survival group, and had just 
returned from a training camp at Box Hill 
in Surrey.

Nationalism Today, the self-styled ‘‘radical 
voice of British Nationalism’’, dedicates a 
large section of its 19th issue to ‘“‘mapping 
out the road to power’’. It’s only when 
things are going badly for the racial 
comrades that they start formulating 
“strategies for tomorrow’? or painting 
“‘signposts to the future’’. Issue number 19 
is no exception and it is with a sense of 
desperation that the radical voice charts its 
future course. 

Editor Joe Pearce starts his piece with a rather 
depressing thought from the poet Ezra Pound: 
“If a man is not prepared to die for his ideas, 
either he or his ideas are useless’’. Mr Pearce 
wants to show that his ideas are not useless, but 
represent ‘‘the last outpost of White civilisation 
and White Culture in Britain’’. However, even 
he is beginning to entertain doubts whether the 
National Front, despite the great utility of its 
ideas, is capable of preventing ‘‘the White man’”’ 
from disappearing ‘‘from the face of the earth 
forever’’: 

‘“‘We are currently embarked on an ever- 
decreasing spiral of smaller and smaller 
marches followed by even small election 
results. We must break out of this deadly 
spiral before the National Front disappears 
forever down the plug-hole of history’’. 

Pearce spends the rest of the article searching 
for a plug in order to keep the NF floating 
around in its own dirty water; but all he seems to 
come up with is some tepid, and hardly sweet- 
smelling, air. ‘On the philosophical level, we 
must win the battle of ideas’’, he declares, 
without detailing quite what the ideas are. 


No progress 


Then it’s on to cultural matters: ‘‘On the cultural 
level, we must instil in our people the importance 
of maintaining our White racial way of life’’. 
And then it’s time for a bit of honesty: ‘“‘It is a 
sad fact that the NF is failing to make progress 
on the cultural level as much as we have failed to 
make progress on the philosophical level’. 
Although ‘“‘the National Front is the last line of 
defence for the White Man in Britain’’, on the 
philosophical level it does not seem to be 
brimming over with those ideas which are useful 
enough to inspire great sacrifices from fascist 
poets. 

Pearce does not have much more to offer, 
besides saying that the NF “‘is not just another 
political party’’ and that ‘‘the National Front’s 
cause is such a great one that it is above 
politics’’. 

Pearce’s comrade Adrian Wiltshire has a few 
moré specific suggestions for saving the White 
Race and tells us what sort of National Front we 
can expect in the future. Putting a brave face on 
dwindling recruitment, Wiltshire declares that 
“more important for a revolutionary political 
movement than members is active members’’. 
One or two sterling chaps like Pearce and 
Wiltshire themselves are worth a thousand or so 
ordinary members and therefore ‘“‘what the NF

needs is an organisational structure that actively 
promotes dedication to the cause and recognises 
sacrifice by offering certain privileges to 
activists’’. 

Therefore, Wiltshire proposes a_ structure 
which, like the Football League, will have four 
divisions. Down in the Fourth Division will be 
the Hartlepools and the Stockport Countys of 
the fascist scene: membership cards would be 
offered to such types, so long as the prospective 
member gives information about ‘‘occupation, 
hobbies, qualifications and skills’. A string of 
victorious hobbies and skills could see such 
members pushing for promotion to the Third 
Division. 

Members at this level (and promotion is only 
to be decided by a specially selected ‘‘Divisional 
Panel’’) will be expected to take part in extra 
training in order to understand ‘‘the policies and 
principles of Radical Nationalism’. Division 
Three stars might, with luck, ‘‘also be eligible for 
the Colour Party and for stewarding duties on 
marches’’. 


Smaller fry 


Further promotion to the Second Division (also 
decided by the Divisional Panel) entails even 
greater knowledge of ‘‘political procedure’. 
Those who have passed all the stringent tests 
required of them by the requisite Divisional 
Panel will have the privilege of ‘‘being able to 
vote in the election of the Directorate members 
and propose resolutions at the Annual General 
Meeting of the Party’’. 

It’s only when one has progressed to the 
Manchester Uniteds or the Liverpools of the 
First Division that one is allowed to stand for 
these elections. No upsets of smaller fry winning 
their way to Wembley will be allowed in 
Wiltshire’s National Front. Division One, 
according to Wiltshire, ‘‘would be the absolute 
elite of the party’’, and only members of this elite 


will be eligible for national or local positions of 
authority. Moreover, the National Directorate — 
or Division One leaders — will have the power to 
reverse the decisions of the Divisional Panels, in 
order to stop unworthy types obtaining 
promotions. Moreover, the National Directorate 
will be empowered to settle all contentious 
matters of relegation. 

When the National Front parted company 
with its former chairman, John Tyndall, there 
were all sorts of mutterings about Mr T’s lack of 
democracy and unabashed authoritarianism. The 
National Front, without Mr T, would put 
forward a democratic brand of fascism, much 
more in tune with the ‘‘radical voices’’ of its 
younger supporters. But, of course, as any 
student of history or logic, would know, 
democratic fascism is an impossibility, and 
Wiltshire’s vision of the future National Front 
shows the inexorable drive to elitism: plug-hole 
or no plug-hole, there’s always going to be scum 
marks around this particular bath. 


Average recruit 


Meanwhile over at the British National Party, 
Tyndall has been busy promoting his own new 
recruit to the elite. In the December issue of 
Spearhead, Tydall was able to introduce Stanley 
Clayton-Garnett, chairman of the Leeds branch. 
A cut above the average recruit, Mr C-G, as 
Tyndall proudly proclaimed, was ‘‘before his 
recent retirement Headmaster of Delph Hill 
Middle School, Bradford’. As if this weren’t 
enough, the former headmaster was willing in his 
first article to praise Hitler: the ‘‘vo/k concept of 
unified endeavour, allied to honest and sane 
economics, solved the enormous problem of 
German unemployment within 18 months of 
Hitler’s coming to power’’. 

In January’s issue Mr C-G was obliging by 
publishing a long article entitled ‘“‘The charade of 
‘democracy’.’’ Even by Tyndall’s own high 
standards of pomposity, Clayton-Garnett shows 
he is well fitted for the dictatorship of the 
lumpen prose-style. In addition to listing Hitler, 
Mussolini and Peron amongst his list of ‘‘the 
world’s great leaders’, the former educationalist 
outlines a familiar theory of Jewish conspiracy: 
‘international speculative finance is 
predominantly, in the politically intrusive sense 
(sic), an international Jewish operation’’. His 
main theme is that democracy is a ‘‘charade’’, 
and when Mr Tyndall achieves power, Mr C-G 
will do his best to establish a ‘‘corporate state’, 
which will be ‘‘committed to responsibility and 
accountability through a constitution based upon 
the leadership principle’. 

Most of the rest of January’s Spearhead, and 
practically the whole of February’s issue, is filled 
with chairman Tyndall’s views on the split in the 
National Front. By and large these are identical 
slabs of words to those in November’s, 
October’s, September’s issues. Has he invested in 
a word processor of limited capacity which can 
reproduce sentences, paragraphs, pages and 
indeed whole magazines on simple themes 
without pause for thought? 








‘It probed y was not aulte what a BBC 
hierarchy worried by falling ratings 
had in mind, but for a programme 
transmitted in January and still topical 
months later, Panorama’s exposé of 
the Tory racist right seems to have had 
all the staying power of an American 
multi-million dollar drama serial. 


For this, thanks are due in no small part 
to the Tory Party leadership’s well known 
obsession for finding it hard to stomach any 
form of criticism and the publicity given to 
the existence of a racist fringe in her own 
party evidently hit a raw nerve. Her 
astonishing claim in the House of 
Commons on 2nd February — ‘‘there is no 
racism in the Conservative Party’’ — was 
part of a campaign which appeared to 
involve Tory backbench leader Edward Du 
Cann, the Daily and Sunday Telegraph and 
_ Conservative Party Chairman John Selwyn 
Gummer in an attempt to undermine the 
programme. Gummer — Seldom Glummer 
as he is fast becoming known — launched a 
stinging attack on Panorama at the Young 
Conservative’s Annual Conference less 
than a fortnight after the programme. 
Describing the programme as 
‘outrageous’ he went on to threaten the 
_ BBC with very serious action’. The sheer 
' political ineptitude of such an insensitive 
statement, admittedly from a_ politician 
quite obviously out of his depth, appears to 


_FOR several years, Tory Action leader 
George Kennedy Young has_ been 
boasting about the support his group 
enjoys amongst members of the 
Parliamentary Conserative Party. 
According to him, about a dozen MPs 
have been associated with Tory Action 
since the General Election of 1979. 


Some MPs, those specifically referred to 
in Tory Action’s Round Robin as its 
**correspondents’’, were named in the now

But others, 
associated by Young with Tory Action, 
have strenuously denied any involvement. 

Chief amongst these is the prominent 
backbencher and chairman of the powerful

_ Robin has boasted in 1979 that both Du 
Cann and the late Airey Neave ‘originally 
_ encouraged Tory Action’’, presumably in 
its early years when it was set up to 
campaign for a right-wing leader to replace 
_ Edward Heath. In an interview later that 
_ year, Young claimed that ‘‘we don’t deal 
with Central Office, only with the leader or 
Du Cann’. Mr Du Cann has denied these 


accusations totally, telling The Guardian 


_ recently that he had had no association with 
Tory Action, and indeed, that he did not 
_know G.K. Young. When Searchlight

have rebounded. It did not codex Gummer 
to the BBC — and nor did his more or less 
weekly trips in February to see the BBC’s 
Director-General to present him with 
increasingly desperate lists of objections to 
the programme, all of which the BBC was 
quite able to answer. Just weeks into 1984 
the whole episode of attempted political 
censorship disturbed many people, 
including not a few in the Tory Party. 


Strongly founded 


The BBC comes out of this affair with 
some credit, not least for making such a 
journalistically sound story on such a 
politically sensitive subject. The 
programme went out at a time when the 
BBC was having other troubles with the 
Government and is about to ask for an 
increase in its licence fee. After a few days 
silence the BBC’s hierarchy firmly backed 
Panorama. \n an interview with The 
Observer on 26 February BBC Director 
General Alasdair Milne said: ‘“‘They (the 
Conservatives) think the programme was 
poorly founded, we think it was very 
strongly founded. I said to them there are 
certain detailed minor things I didn’t care 
for about it but having been through all the 
research personally at great length I could 
see no cause for feeling this wasn’t a proper 
subject to cover and that it wasn’t properly 
done.’’ Days later Milne told the BBC’s 


telephoned Young to challenge him with Mr 
Du Cann’s denial he told us to ‘‘Fuck off!”’ 

Another prominant Conservative MP 
drawn into the Tory Action controversy on 
the word of Young is former government 
minister Julian Amery, MP for Brighton 
Pavilion since 1969. 

In November 1979 he was guest of 
honour at a Tory Action dinner held in 
London’s Rubens Hotel. In the chair was 
Robin Davies, editor of Round Robin, 
personal secretary to David Irving, and 
flatmate of the wanted Italian terrorist 
Roberto Fiore. Moving the vote of thanks 
was the ubiquitous Harvey Proctor, while 
George K. Young proposed the toast. A 
report in Round Robin heaped praise on 
their guest. 

Young, interviewed in 1979, and talking 
of the 20 MPs which he said supported 
Tory Action said, ‘‘We don’t release their 
names unless they agree or admit it. Julian 
Amery is one’’. 

But Amery also denies any such 
involvement. When Searchlight put 
Young’s claim to him he said he had no 
association at all with Tory Action. ‘‘I may 


have been guest of honour at a dinner, but | 


don’t remember it’’ he told us, ‘‘I speak at 
a lot of dinners’’. He was aware that Young 
frequently praised his (Amery’s) speeches 
on foreign policy and he had received some

own internal newspaper Ariel: ‘“They (he 
Conservatives) made a series of very 
specific charges against the programme 
which we equally specifically rebutted. 
They have come back since and made 
further complaints about it, even more 
detailed. We're examining the charges but 
my own feeling at the moment is that on the 
whole it was a perfectly proper theme to 
undertake and it seems to me that the 
research is rock solid’’. 

The BBC Board of Governors have also 
unanimously backed the programme. One 
governor told the Sunday Times: ‘‘The 
BBC cannot become a Government 
mouthpiece. It’s the job of Panorama to 
disturb Governments of any colour.” 
Backing for the programme also came from 
the Board of Deputies of British Jews. In a 
statement they said that Panorama had 
performed ‘‘an invaluable public service 

. There should be no room in any of the 
democratic parties for racists. It is not 
merely a question of numbers. One racist in 
any of the mainstream parties is one racist 
too many’’. 

One racist who seems determined to stay 
in the Tory Party is Donald Mudie. Mudie 
is the veteran neo-Nazi and Column 88 
leader who re-emerged last May as a 
Conservative council candidate in 
Cleethorpes. Panorama was refused an 
interview by Mudie but did show the 1976 
This Week interview in which he extolled

copies of Round Robin, but he was not 
connected with the group ‘‘although | 
wouldn’t criticise it’’, he said. 

There is no doubt however, that Mr 
Amery is just the sort of right-wing MP 
which George Young would like to involve 
in Tory Action. 

He has long been a member of the 
Monday Club, is on the governing body of 
Geoffrey Steward Smith’s Foreign Affairs 
Research Institute, and in January 1979 
caused a minor scandal by agreeing to share 
a platform in Brighton with the visiting 
leader of the Italian fascist MSI party, 
Giorgio Almirante. 

His political views are forthright and 
right wing. He was a committed campaigner

not watch Panorama — he told the 
Grimsby Evening Telegraph the next day 


that he was so distressed that he watched

Party: ‘‘Hitler will go down in history as the 
saviour not only of the white race but the 
human race. .. 1 have no plans 
whatsoever of resigning (from the Tory 
Party)’. The chairman of Mudie’s 
constituency party, Major Clixby Fitz 
Williams (sic), told the paper: ‘‘It’s a great 
pity that the Panorama team, who are very 
violently left-wing in my view, have raked 
this up when it is years out of date. It is 
most unkind and it is vicious, and we are 
taking it up with the party chairman in 
London. This sort of thing does nobody 
any good at all.” 


Condemned unseen 


Press reaction to the programme has 
been very interesting. Much of it centres 
around those MPs featured in the 
programme and who have now, perhaps 
inevitably, issued writs against the BBC. 
The Daily Telegraph and its Sunday 
stablemate have played a_ particularly 
interesting role. The Daily Telegraph 
managed to condemn the programme even 
before they had seen it. An editorial 


for lifting sanctions against the Rhodesian 
Smith regime; defended the Shah of Iran 
and praised his secret police SAVAK;

Young, as is now wel- 
known, had reached the position of Deputy 
Director of MI6 when he retired in 1961. 
Before that he had been on ‘“‘special work’’ 
in Europe and the Middle East in the last 
two years of the war and moved from the 
Foreign Office to the Ministry of Defence 
in 1953. Now, according to the Daily 
Telegraph, ‘‘Mr Young has apparently 
retained close links with the service since his 
retirement’’.

The 
Scotsman talked of the Tories ‘‘bungled 
attempt to manipulate coverage’ of the 
report and said: ‘‘Contrary to the view of 
Tory Central Office, adequate doubt has 
been raised to justify further examination 
of the party, its procedures and its links 
with outside groups’. The Coventry 
Evening Telegraph criticised John Selwyn 
Gummer for being ‘‘inclined to sweep all 
the evidence of the Young Tories and 
Panorama journalists under the Central 
Office carpet’’. The Sunday Times said that 
it “is good for the Tory Party to be 
reminded of the racist, anti-semitic evil 
which lurks on its outer-wings’’. 

As they say in showbiz, this will run and 
run. 





In his private life Amery is a wealthy 
man, with a property in London’s exclusive 
Eaton Square and a farm in Sussex. He has 
important business interests in South Africa 
where he is a director of two major gold 
mining companies, Western Deep Levels 
and Vaal Reefs Exploration. 

Both are owned by the giant Anglo- 
American Corporation. (More than 80 
miners, most of them black, have died in 
accidents in the companies’ mines over the 
last five years). But besides owning some of 
the richest gold mines in the world, both 
companies are also involved in uranium 
mining: Vaal Reefs mines it, and Western 
Deep Levels operates a treatment plant. An 
important expansion of Vaal Reefs’ 
uranium extraction operation in 1977 was 
financed by a hefty loan from Nuclear Fuels 
Corporation of South Africa, the company 
through which the uranium is sold under 
contract. 

Again, coincidentally, George K. Young 
was also involved in similar work when, 
from 1969-76, he was President of Nuclear 
Fuels South Africa (Finance), which 
undertook to raise and provide finance for 
South Africa’s nuclear programme. NFSA | 
was a subsidiary of the merchant bank 
Kleinwort Benson which employed Young 
from “ till 1976.

THE TRANSATLANTIC TRAFFIC 


In the earlier episodes of this series we have been looking at the different factions on the 
American extreme right. In this concluding part we look at the connections with the British 
fascist movement and ask what the future holds for American militant racists. 


While the American extreme right 
is made up of a confusing melange 
of groups in which there is no 
clearly dominant organisation, the 
British extreme right has for years 
been dominated by two main 
groups — the National Front and 
the recently demised British 
Movement, and it is these 
organisations, along with the far 
smaller League of St George, which 
have been most active in trying to 
build links with their American 
fellow-racists. In part, this has 
involved extensive borrowing from 
American publications to fill the 
pages of Spearhead and other 
British publications and, also the 
advertising and importing of 
American racist papers. More 
importantly, there has been much 
too-ing and fro-ing across the 
Atlantic. 

In 1975 and again in 1977 Edward R. 
Fields of the National States Rights 
Party, visited Britain, addressing 
National Front and League of St George 
audiences, while in 1976 J.B. Stoner of 
the same organisation addressed Front 
and League meetings as well as meeting 
Michael McLaughlin of the British 
Movement. In 1979 the traffic went the 
other way and John Tyndall, then 
Chairman of the National Front, visited 
America and addressed NRSP meetings 
as well as seeing William Pierce of the 
National Alliance. 

Another visitor to our shores has been 
James K. Warner of the Christian 
Vanguard who in 1975 addressed 
meetings organised by the League of St 
George and the Candour League. He 
came over again later in the '70s but a 
subsequent visit in 1981 was less happy 
for him and he was quickly deported. 
Much more publicity was reaped when 
rival Klan leaders Bill Wilkinson and 
David Duke visited Britain in 1978. 
Wilkinson met League of St George 
officials and attended a Kent cross- 
burning organised by Klan supporters 


1979: Then NF leader John Tyndall on 
an NSRP-organised tour of US. 


before he was thrown out of the 
country. Duke managed to address a 
number of meetings and appear on TV 
and radio before also being deported. 

While the Front and the League have 
been the most active on the 
international front, the British 
Movement has also been involved in 
building up American connections. In 
the mid-’70s they formed the British 
contingent of a_ short-lived White 
Confederacy involving assorted 
American nazi organisations (the 
National Socialist Party of America, 
National Socialist Movement, National 
Socialist Liberation Front etc) and 
others, while in 1977 they received an 
over-the-top write-up in the American 
nazi magazine NS Report which 
described them as the ‘Shock-troops of 
the White Revolution in Britain’. 
Likewise, in 1981, the National Socialist 
White Workers Party paper, Stormer, 
published an article on Britain which 
concluded with a call to join the British 
Movement. 


Smaller organisations too have tried 
to get in on the act — in 1976 Warner's 
World White Nationalist Congress 
included representatives from not only 
the League of St George but also the 
small and violent organisation of the 
‘70s, the British National Party (led by 
Eddie Morrison and not to be confused 
with previous or subsequent groups of 
the same name), while the following 
year Richard Lawson of the ill-fated 
National Party was in touch with leading 
National Alliance activist Nick 
Camerota. In the ever-changing world of 
the American extreme right, the 
National Alliance two years later was 
praising the ‘World’s Biggest Pro-White 
Organisation Britain’s Militant 
National Front’, from which Lawson had 
split, while in the following year the 
League of St George despatched a tape- 
recorded message of greeting to the 
Nationai Alliance Convention. 

But, while air-tickets are bought and 
letters of greetings despatched, it is 
hardly possible to disguise the fact that 
the extreme right on both sides of the 
Atlantic are weak and divided. In 1977 
League Review, the League of St 
George magazine, published an article 
on “The Racialist Right in America’ 
which tried to give British readers an 
idea of the ‘‘strengths and weaknesses” 
of the different organisations. While the 
editor quite rightly noted at the end of 
the article that significant groups had 
been left out, the article was 
nevertheless a useful survey of the nazi, 
Klan and other groups as they then 
stood. At the time the author, Mark W. 
Bonds, could not see which of the 
organisations had the greatest potential 
for growth but the following year the 
League published a letter in which he 
announced he had at last found the 
group — David Duke’s Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. It was an understandable 
mistake — Duke did indeed appear in 
the late ’70s to be the most articulate 
and competent of the various American 
mini-fuhrers. Within a couple of years, 
however, he had given up on the Klan

WEST GERMANY 


Neo-nazis 
on trial 


In the first of two trials of members 
of Michael Kuehnen’s recently 
banned National Socialist Action 
Front/National Activists, the neo- 
nazi Arndt-Heinz Marx and seven 
others have been charged with 
breaking into the home of a former 
member and torturing him. 

It is alleged that the eight, all in their 
20s, attacked Andreas Sachse in 
September 1983, tied him up, beat him, 
held a mock trial, forced his head under 
water and fired a loaded gun at him 
before abandoning him in a wood. 

Marx claimed that the attack was a 
case of ‘‘boyish high spirits’? and that 
Sachse was beaten because he advocated 
raids on army arms depots. Sachse 
claimed he had broken with the 
organisation and was compiling a file on 
its activities. 

In a trial due to start after the 
completion of the torture trial, Kuehnen 
and eight others, including two of those 
involved in the first trial, are accused of 
producing and distributing 5,000 leaflets 
calling for the repeal of a law banning 
neo-nazi activities. The organisation, 
which was banned late last year, is 
reported to have around 270 members. 


ITALY 


Gothic horror 
writer no joker 


Italian police ‘are still hunting a 
mystery neo-nazi killer or group of 
killers called ‘Ludwig’ in connection 
with a series of brutal murders and 
arson attacks on sex clubs which 
have left 26 people dead. 

When Ludwig began sending 
messages in gothic script to Italian 
newspapers, belatedly claiming 
responsibility for inexplicable crimes, 
the police did not take them seriously. 

But a recent claim to have started the 
fire which ravaged a sex club in Munich 
on January 8, in which six people were 
injured, has provided them with 
conclusive evidence of a link. 

It contained a precise description of 
objects, including an alarm clock used as 
a timing device. This tallied completely 
with a clock West German police found 
‘in the rubble, down to the make and the 
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registration mark. 

Police have just confirmed that their 
investigations bear out Ludwig’s claim 
to have also been behind the arson 
attack on the Eros Cinema in Milan, in 
which six people died in May last year. 

Ludwig has also claimed the arson 
attack on a sex club in the red light 
district in Amsterdam on December 17, 
which left 13 people dead. 

Ludwig waited three years, until 
November 1980, before claiming any 
actions — stabbing to death a young 
drug addict and a homosexual barman 
and setting fire to a tramp. 

In December of the same year an old 
prostitute was killed near the north 
Italian town of Vicenza with a hammer 
and axe. Six months later petrol was 
poured over three young down-and-outs 
and set alight. One burned to death, the 
other two only glimpsed a shadow. 

But in 1982 Ludwig changed tack. 
Two old monks were found murdered 
with broken skulls near Vicenza. Their 
killer left behind a _ blood-stained 
hammer and chisel. 

A claim arrived on paper headed with 
a nazi eagle motif sticker, the same as 
ones found on the handles of the murder 
weapons. ‘‘The aim of our life is the 
death of those who betray God’’, the 
message said, ending with the Germany 
army motto, ‘‘Gott Mit Uns’’ (God is 
with us). 

Seven months later Ludwig’s methods 
became even more macabre. The body 
of a 71-year-old Father Armando Bison 
was found with a chisel topped with a 
crucifix hammered into his skull. 

To avoid any ambiguity, Ludwig 
stated the make of the tool in a letter to 
the press. 

Then, without any apparent logic, 
attacks began on the pornography 
industry. First the Eros Cinema in 
Milan, then sex clubs in Amsterdam and 
Munich. 

“There will be no more stripping in 
the sex-bar, iron and fire are the nazi 
punishment’’, Ludwig wrote. 

The claim to the arson attack in 
Amsterdam has not yet been 
authenticated, but if it is proved, the list 
of Ludwig’s victims will have doubled in 
one go — adding the 13 who perished in 
that fire to the 13 Italians already 
claimed. 

Handwriting experts consulted by 
police point to two authors signing the 
claims, and survivors of the Munich 
blaze have spoken of two young men 
wearing jeans with labels ‘‘Made in 
Italy’’. 


SWEDEN 


Nazi radio 
stays on air 


ATTEMPTS by licensing 
authorities to close down a nazi 
radio programme using public 
access radio in Stockholm have been 
overruled in the courts. 

The programme, Open Forum, is run 
by supporters of the nazi revisionist 
historian Dietlieb Felderer, and uses a 
broadcasting facility opened to 
amateurs, community organisations and 
political groups by the Community 
Radio Law. Based in Felderer’s home 
suburb of Taby, the group has been in 
frequent trouble over the racist content 
of the programme since they went on the 
air four years ago. 

Felderer is a stalwart of the 
international revisionist movement. A 
frequent guest and speaker at 
conferences organised by Willis Carto’s 
American-based Institute for Historical 
Review, he was recently gaoled in 
Sweden for publishing violently anti- 
semitic material for distribution to 
schoolchildren. 

Open Forum has been plagued with 
similar run-ins with the authorities. 
Three successive producers have been 
brought to trial for broadcasting racist 
propaganda, a criminal offence in 
Sweden. Two were gaoled, the third is 
currently awaiting trial. 

Since his arrest the Swedish Radio 
Committee, which licenses the 
community access programmes, 
withdrew Open Forum’s licence, but 
their move was overturned by a 
Stockholm court. The Committee is now 
appealing against this decision. 


WEST GERMANY 


Murder trial 
to open 


The Nuremburg High Court has 
overturned a lower court decision 
made late last year not to try neo- 
nazi Karl-Heinz Hoffman for two 
murders committed in 1981. 

The trial will now go ahead of the 
former leader of the Hoffman Military 
Sports Group who is charged with the 
murder of Shlomo Lewin, chairman of 
the local branch of the Association for 
Christian-Jewish Co-operation, and 
Frida Poeschke. An associate of 
Hoffman, Franziska Birkmann, is to 
stand trial for complicity in the murders.

and decided to build an organisation for

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Cosmetic job for 
NF leader 


The French National Front leader 
has been enjoying the benefits of a 
media cosmetic job. Interviewed 
extensively recently on French TV, 
its leader Jean-Marie Le Pen has 
been posing as a moderate politician 
with rather strong nationalist views. 

Since 1945 the extreme right only 
gained 1-2 per cent of the vote in French 
elections, but last September at Dreux 
the NF won 16.7 per cent and 
maintained this later with 9.31 per cent 
at Aulnay — both in the ‘‘red-belt’”’ 
Socialist/Communist stronghold around 
Paris. The party seems set to become a 
feature of French politics, and with the 
right-wing RPR compromised by the 
electoral pact they made at Dreux they 
have found themselves manipulated into 


@ ATTACK VICTIMS FREED 


Two Asian men, the victims of an attack by a 
white gang, have been cleared of all charges 
brought by the police. 

Bikar Singh Samra, (35), of Smethwick, and 
Davinder Singh, (35), of Edgbaston, had been 
charged on a number of counts, including 
wounding, and using threatening words and 
behaviour. Charges of possessing an offensive 
weapon had earlier been withdrawn. 

The incident occurred when the two men drove 
to Benmore Avenue, Edgbaston, to pick up 
friends for a child’s party. As they left the house 
they were subjected to racial abuse from a gang 
of 20 white youths, who surrounded and kicked 
their car. They were spat on and attacked with 
stones and bottles. Davinder was hit in the face 
with a bottle, and later needed hospital 
treatment. They defended themselves as best they 
could, but were then arrested and charged by the 
police. They said they were racially abused by the 
police, who punched Davinder in the mouth. 

A picket of the court, called by the Bikar 
Singh/Davinder Singh Defence Committee, was 
supported by 70 people. (Birmingham Evening

@ MOSLEM GRAVES VANDALISED 


Moslem gravestones in a cemetery at Darlaston, 
in the West Midlands, have been vandalised. 
Thirty-five gravestones were damaged in two 
separate attacks at the James Bridge cemetery. 
Community Relations Officer John Mastrantone 
said he was very disturbed by the attacks. He 
- described them as ‘“‘really sick’’. (Birmingham

@ RACISTS WRECK HOME 


The home of a black couple in Barking, East 
London, has been violated in a vicious racist 
attack.

Le Pen’s interview was billed by the 
television channel Antenne 4 as ‘“‘the 
biggest political novelty since May 
1981’’. It was given as its title an NF 
slogan ‘‘France for the French’’. The 
programme involved Le Pen in 
conversation with a panel of journalists 
feeding him wide-eyed questions like 
“‘are you really an anti-semite’’, ‘‘are 
you as dangerous they say?’’ which 
enabled him to give garrulous answers 
protesting his innocence. Confronted 
with his racism Le Pen asked what was 
the point of mobilising against the 
invasion of France in two World Wars, 
only to comply with an invasion of 
immigrants a generation later? Of anti- 
semitism, he said, ‘‘am I obliged to like 
Jewish culture, and isn’t it rather 
dangerous to give special protection to 
Jewish people?’’ Faced with the 
evidence of a collection of nazi songs 
which he had recorded for sale, he 
objected that the coming to power of a 
National Socialist party in Germany was 
on the basis of a strong, democratic and 
popular mass movement. 

There is an immediate danger in the 
media exposure of Le Pen’s racist views. 
Just before Christmas he commented on 
his objections to sexual relations

@ ANTI-CND THREATS 


A car belonging to a CND supporter in Croydon 
was overturned when the owner was attending a 
meeting. Responsibility was later claimed by the 
“‘anti-CND brigade’ in a phone call. The car 
had CND stickers on the windows. Frances 
Edwards, secretary of Croydon CND, said she 
didn’t think any members would be put off from 
attending future meetings.

@ NF PROBE AT ART COLLEGE 


A Special Branch detective has carried out an 
investigation into National Front activities at a 
South Devon college. The probe, at the South 
Devon College of Arts and Technology, 
Torquay, followed the discovery of a fascist 
booklet naming two lecturers as ‘‘wog lovers’’. 
Racist slogans were found in classrooms and a 
lift. College Principal Mr Roy Dimes said the 
college was the sort of place where such slogans 
were promptly ripped down and thrown in the 
rubbish bin, and that the vast majority of 
students were not involved in such activities. 
(Western Morning News, Plymouth 8.2.84.) 


between French and Arabs. Two days 
before, an Arab man was battered to 
death by the family of a French woman 
with whom he had been living peacefully 
for many years. The programme 
completely ignored the shocking climate 
of racial violence current in France. 

Anti-racists and anti-fascists are 
pursuing Le Pen with mass 
demonstrations all over France. In Lyon 
where he held a public meeting of 1,500, 
between 3 and 4,000 demonstrated 
through the day. In Grenoble following 
his broadcast, 10,000 opposed his visit 
by demonstrating, and in Montpellier 
where he was answering charges brought 
by MRAP of ‘‘incitement to racial 
hatred’’ a large demonstration 
condemned the media trivilisation of the 
extreme right-wing threat. 

That night Le Pen remarked that it 
was better to vote for a fool than an 
intelligent Communist (an interesting 
variation on ‘‘better red than dead’’). 

Speculation about the potential of Le 
Pen’s movement and its political base 
has been rife. A poll published recently 
in Le Monde (14.2.84) showed the NF is 
supported by a slightly higher 
percentage of the working class (29 per 
cent) than most right-wing groups, a 
larger number of the young and a large 
number of males. 





@ PETROL BOMB ATTACK IN MIDLANDS 


Quick action by a lodger saved an Asian family 
in an arson attack. A petrol bomb was hurled 
into a house in Lye, West Midlands, where Mr 
Daulad Khan was sleeping. Mr Khan, (40), woke 
up to find a sheet of flames spreading from the 
bomb, which had been thrown through the 
window. With great presence of mind, he picked 
it up and threw it back out. Mr Khan then woke 
up Mr Mohammed Latif, his wife Zaib 
Nunaisand and their four young sons and led 
them to safety. A second, unexploded petrol 
bomb was found outside the house in Albert 
Street, Lye.

In 1974 
he helped form the Walmley Youth Club, and 
has written a report on vandalism in Sutton.

CHILDREN 
FIGHT RACISM 
IN BRADFORD 
SCHOOLS 


Black schoolchildren in Bradford 
have had enough — of racial 
attacks and harassment from young 
whites and racist abuse from their 
teachers. And, like’ the 
schoolchildren of Newham, they 
have in the last few months 
protested so effectively that the 
whole of the local education 
establishment is in uproar. 

The line-up is a strange one. The 
organised teachers’ and headmasters’ 
unions, along with school governors 
and some Labour councillors, are 
reluctant to recognise that there is a 
problem. The education authority 
(including Tory councillors), on the 
other hand, appears determined to 
contain racism in schools and is 
prepared to engage the help of black 
organisations to do so. 

The local Telegraph & Argus must be 
congratulated for its stand. Unlike the 
Newham Recorder (see Searchlight 106), it 
is not only highlighting black pupils’ 
experiences, but has carried out its own 
investigations into the activities of the 
British National Party in Bradford. 

Education has long been a vexed question 
in Bradford’s black community. At first 
racism was quite overt in the bussing of 
black children (introduced in the early 
1960s) — a response to allay fears of white 
parents about ‘‘swamping’’. Black parents 
appealed against bussing — complaining of 
the distances their children had to travel, 
their vulnerability to racist attack, and the 
fact that they were separated from their 
community. Campaigns against 
‘‘dispersal’’ continued into the late 1970s. 
But then in the 1980s, as Muslim 
fundamentalists began to lobby the Council 
for separate religious schools, the anti- 
racist lines became blurred. The demand 
was not popular with the larger Asian 
community — the Asian Youth Movement 
(AYM) opposed it as a_ self-imposed 
apartheid; but the call was supported avidly 
by local fascists and taken seriously by the 
Council. Apparently, the Council (in which 
ironically the Tory members are the driving 
force on race policy) is prepared to make all 
kinds of cultural (including religious) 
concessions. Halal meat was introduced 
into school dinners and the two single-sex 
schools were allowed to remain open. But 
such multi-culturalism has now been shown 
up as a hollow sham. It is the experience of 
racism in Bradford’s schools that is the 
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everyday reality for black children — and 
this demands a far more committed and far- 
reaching anti-racist response. 

On 5 December pupils from Eccleshill 
Upper School enlisted the support of the 
AYM and the Campaign Against Racist 
Attacks in exposing the serious attacks 
taking place by whites on black pupils at the 
school (25 per cent of the pupils at 
Eccleshill are Asian). The AYM issued a 
report that showed that some pupils had 
been afraid to go to school, that white 
children were systematically beating up 
Asians, that distribution of fascist 
propaganda and racist graffiti were rife at 
Eccleshill. The headmaster’s response was 
to say that no inquiry was nessary; the 
Chairman of the governors called AYM’s 
claims ‘‘irresponsible, damaging and 
untrue’. 

But the local paper took the report 
seriously and not only interviewed the 
families of two young Asians under a 
banner headline, ‘‘Our sons are living in 
fear’’, revealing that pupils had been too 
frightened to go to school since November, 
but went on a few days later to expose the 
extent of British National Party activity in 
the town, the fact that John Tyndall had 
made a secret visit there and that Eccleshill 
School had been picked as a recruiting 
ground by the BNP. (The BNP even 
boasted of the fact that their education 
officer was a former Bradford headmaster, 
see Searchlight 106). 


Injuries sustained 


At the same time, the local education 
authority admitted that injuries had been 
sustained by black children in its schools. It 
identified three more schools where the 
racial atmosphere was tense and, pledging 
to stamp out racism, instituted inquiries 
into racial hatred at Eccleshill School and 
also at Wyke Manor School. Here supply 
teacher Chris Perry had been suspended 
earlier in the year after alleging that racist 
remarks were made by teachers against 
black head Carlton Duncan. The authority 
invited the AYM to prepare a report on 
how to tackle the situation and they 
lambasted the multicultural approach of 
Bradford education department, stressing 
that anti-racism should be a condition of 
service, that racist pupils should be 
monitored and that anti-racist materials 
should be part of the curriculum. 

In early January the interim report on 
Eccleshill admitted that though this school 
was being highlighted at the moment, there 
was ‘‘racial tension throughout the 
authority’’. The Council’s Race Relations 
Advisory Group called in the Professional 
Association Committee (consisting of 
representatives from teachers’ unions and 
associations) to discuss the inquiry’s 
findings. Previously, PAC, when asked to 
report on school harassment, had replied 
that it could find no evidence. Race 
guidelines issued to headteachers late in 
1983 had been resisted, heads refused to 


implement clauses about recording racist 
incidents, and teachers did not want 
secondment to race courses because, they 
argued, colleagues’ workloads would be 
increased. But, at the meeting on 9 January 
the education authority councillors warned 
PAC that they were fed up with their 
excuses and that they defied council policy 
at their peril. Councillor Mohammed Ajeeb 
accused the teachers of ‘‘delusion of 
power’’ and some headmasters of trying to 
encourage fascist groups in building bases 
within schools. Councillor John Lambert 
summed up the situations as ‘‘a power 
struggle between the local authority and 
headteachers’? (Telegraph & Argus, 
10.1.84). 


Ready scapegoat 


But by now some of the councillors began 
to backtrack — worried that the Council 
might be perceived as bending over 
backwards to help Asians. The Labour 
Party (torn between this concern and the 
fact that the East/West Conservative 
Association was attempting to win Asian 
recruits) found a ready scapegoat in 
‘irresponsible press coverage’’. Although 
an Asian Labour councillor complimented 
the press (as did Asian pupils and parents), 
the Labour Group led by one Councillor 
who denounced ‘‘a souring of race 
relations’? in the last year, excluded the 
press from the critical meeting about two 
key documents concerning Eccleshill and 
Wyke Manor Schools. 

Then, on 13 February, just as the Council 
prayed that it has got everything under its 
control, 500 more pipils — Afro- 
Caribbean, Asian and white — walked out 
— this time from Wyke Manor School, 
protesting about the racism of their 
teachers and the authority’s cover-up of 
Chris Perry’s allegations. They were 
supported by the newly-formed Campaign 
Against Racism in Bradford Schools. The 
Director of Education instituted yet 
another inquiry. He asked all the pupils to 
write down their allegations, and has set up 
an investigation team, composed of the 
head teacher, a schools’ adviser and a 
teacher. And now in March the animal 
protection lobby has joined the fray — over 
the issue of Halal meat. Bradford was the 
first council (voting in July 1983) to provide 
Halal meat (slaughtered according to 
Islamic law) in its schools. Since then 
animal rights lobbyists (supported by local 
fascists) have protested, alleging cruelty in 
Halal slaughter methods, and they are 
threatening to withhold rates until a debate 
is held. Forced into a debate on the issue the 
Council has provoked a massive protest by 
Bradford’s Asians, who call the anti-Halal 
campaign a racist one, and they in turn are 
threatening a rate strike and may keep their 
children out of school. 

Clearly the issue of racism in Bradford 
schools — kept alive as it is by the local 
community and the schoolchildren 
themselves — is far from being settled. 


BLOOD ON 
THE 


STREETS — 
SIX YEARS ON! 


On Tuesday 7 February, two 
prominent Bangladeshi youth workers 
from London’s East End were 
‘*kidnapped’”’ and taken to a derelict 
council flat in Shoreditch by a gang of 
white thugs. There they were both 
viciously assaulted and robbed. Ala 
Miah Azad, who tried to fight back, 
was stabbed in the chest, the shoulder 
and the forehead. Mr Siddique, his 
companion, was badly beaten up and 
sustained a flesh wound on the face. 
The racist thugs left the victims 
bleeding in the flat and fled. 


No interpreter 


The police took half-an-hour to arrive in 
response to calls for help, by which time Mr 
Azad was unconscious from loss of blood. 
During the investigation it was revealed that 
the police had no interpreter in Sylheti, the 
language common to the vast majority of 
Bengalis in the area. Not only could they 
not provide an interpreter in the right 
language, they also refused to allow Mr 
Siddique to bring his own interpreter so 
that errors in his witness statement through 
bad translation could be corrected. Later 
Mr Siddique complained that the police 
interpreter seemed to be in a hurry, telling 
him the office was closing, and was not too 
careful about writing down his exact words. 
The Tower Hamlets-based Community 
Alliance for Police Accountability (CAPA) 
had to insist on being allowed to go through 
Mr Siddique’s statement with him later to 
check that it was accurate. 


Under pressure 


When the police finally arrested some 
youths, they just charged them with 
robbery. It was only under pressure that 
they finally added the assault charges. 

Little seems to have changed since 1978, 
when Blood on the Streets (produced by the 
local trades council) documented the extent 
of racial attacks and the inadequate police 
response to them. 
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NEWHAM POLICE UNDER FIRE... 


After a four-day trial at the Old Bailey, 
Mr Osei Owusu, a 45-year-old resident 
of Newham, was found not guilty of 
three out of four charges of assault 
occasioning actually bodily harm on 
police officers, arising out of a police 
raid on his home. The jury could not 
agree on the fourth charge, and the 
police have asked for a retrial on it. 


Mr Owusu was challenged in his home by 
a police officer who claimed he was drunk 
and wanted to breathalyse him. He pointed 
out that he was not drunk and was not 
driving, and refused. A few minutes later, 
he was in his bathroom when 10 or 12 police 
officers smashed their way in, breaking his 
front door. He was dragged naked out of 
the bath, hit with truncheons and taken to 
the police station. Three breathalyser tests 


on him failed. Twelve hours later he was 
charged with the assaults. Mr Owusu 
received seven stitched on his forehead and 
five stitches on his left side, as well as cuts 
and bruises, as a result of his encounter 
with the police. His wife was charged with 
obstruction and is awaiting trial.

In this column the CARF Media Project 
reports on some of its findings. The 
racism exposed here could be crude, 
subtle or unintentional. We hope 
through this section to make writers and 
readers more aware of how racial 
matters are dealt with. 


HAVING A LAUGH AT GUY’S 
HOSPITAL 


The National Health Service is 
permeated with racism. Black 
patients, long seen as a “problem” 
for the Health Service, now face a 
check on their immigration status 
before getting treatment. The type 
of treatment they eventually get is 
often based on blatant racialist 
assumptions. Within the Health 
Service black workers — doctors, 
nurses and ancillary staff — 
generally do the least attractive jobs 
for low rates of pay, with little or no 


BIG 
BROTHER ... 


The computerised national insurance 
(NI) card introduced in January could 
bring Britain closer to a national 
identity card system and_ greater 
internal immigration control. The 
plastic card, which is being issued to all 
new immigrants, school leavers and 
those who have lost their old cards and 
which will eventually replace the 
present manila cards, carries the 
holder’s name and NI number. A 
magnetic strip on the back, however, 
enables the inclusion of invisible 
information, readable only by 
computer. Only part of this space is to 
be used initially — for the holder’s 
name and number and a check digit — 
while the rest will be reserved for 
future use. This, the government says, 


will be strictly related to the 
Department of Health and Social 
Security. 


This remaining space could, however, be 
the key to the operation of an extensive 
monitoring and surveillance system through 
the various government computer data 
banks. It could, for example, be used to 
record information on an individual’s rights 
to benefit and could thus record a suspicion 
that someone was fraudulently claiming 
benefit because they were thought to be an 
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likelihood of promotion, and some 
face the possibility of deportation. 

As the NHS becomes part of the 
government's machinery for the control

immigration, it is no surprise to discover 
that black health workers and _ black 
patients often suffer personal racial 
abuse from white members of staff. But 
what is surprising — and_ greatly 
alarming — is that racial hatred can be 
so taken for granted in a presumably 
responsible institution like Guy's 
Hospital in South London, that its 
medical students feel free to flaunt the 
most viciously racist views in_ their 
charities week Wag Mag _ which 
appeared early in February, and sold 
2,000 or so copies. There, in the guise of 
“jokes”, we find the whole gamut of NF 
thuggery, from titillations about Jews in 
Flaligshycmm Comm (e)|I1t(comre] ole] 0) amallele{-1¢-m el-1lale| 
drowned, and Pakistanis being grilled 
and covered in excrement. 

The magazine was withdrawn after a 
public outcry and has been sent to the 
Director of Public Prosecutions. Some 
of the students involved have written 
CARF an apology, alleging the 
inclusions of offensive material was the 
result of an “editorial blunder’. Clearly 
the matter goes far deeper than this. 
Until racism is tackled at its institutional 
source we can expect that many of the 
doctors of the future will get their 
amusement from Wag Mag quips like 


illegal entrant or only entitled to be in the 
country on condition that they do not have 
recourse to public funds. 

Liaison between the immigration 
authorities of the Home Office and the 
DHSS could become even more advanced 
than it is already. More and more people 
accused of some breach of immigration law 
would therefore find their social security 
benefits denied, and the NI card could 
replace the passport as the means by which 
many black people have to prove their 
entitlement to benefit. The current Data 
Protection Bill would not, in most cases, 
provide any real safeguard against such 
occurrences. 

At the same time, according to New 
Scientist magazine (5.1.84), advances are 
being made on the introduction of the 
computerised machine readable passport 
(mrp) which is planned for next year. Like 
the NI card, the mrp will include innocuous 
material such as name, address and 
occupation of the holder, which can be read 
by the naked eye. But the new passport will 
also have space for additional details, such 
as an identity number. 

Most important, however, the mrp will 
yield extra information about the holder 
when it is connected to the computer 
terminal at air and seaports. This will give 
access to immigration, police and MIS 
(security service) files of which the passport 
holder will have no knowledge. In addition, 
entry to and travel from the country can be 
recorded automatically and the information 
fed to other police and security service 
computers not just in Britain but in the rest 
of Europe too.

(1 March 
1984) would appear above a full page story of 
harassment of black families on metropolitan 
housing estates — but then, maybe this is 
too routine to be ‘‘newsworthy’’. 





In addition, the new passport can also 
function as an identity card and in 
November this year, West Germany will 
begin to replace its present identity cards 
with the mrp. 

The government maintains that there is 
nothing sinister behind these developments, 
yet the NI card — or the computerised 
passport — could, just by custom and 
practice, become the identity cards of the 
future. 


...- AND OLD BILL 


Around 300 people attended “Towards 
a Police State” a day event organised by 
the Hackney Campaign Against the 
Police Bill at Chats Palace on Saturday 
25th February.

ENOCH POWELL 


AND THE PRESS 





For 16 years the gentlemen of the 
British press have been falling over 
themselves to offer a platform to 
Enoch Powell, hoping to profit from 
the sort of racist poison which brought 
him instant fame back in 1968. When 
Powell again directed his barbs at the 
Commonwealth and Britain’s black 
population during his criticism of the 
Queen’s Christmas broadcast, there 
was no chance that the speech would 
run its course in Leicester only. This 
time The Times was the overall winner 
in the Powell sweepstakes, allotting 
more than 5,000 words to the man in 
the two weeks following the Leicester 
speech — and this despite the fact that 
it was off the news stand part of that 
time. The Telegraph took the prize for 
the most articles devoted to the speech 


in a single issue — three articles and — 


one leader on the 22 January. The Sun 
used its words sparingly, but vividly: 
“Enoch Raps Queen’’ was its headline, 
taking almost the entire front page. 
Then followed the sub-heading: ‘‘She 
must speak up more for whites, he 
says’’. 

Was that what he said in Leicester? 
You’d never guess it from reading The 
Times. Such direct language would never 
do. The Times leader instead concocted a 
convoluted view of British 
constitutionality, denied in the same aloof 
language that there was any gap between 
rich and poor nations, and took the Queen 
to task for ‘‘falling victim to an insidious 
kind of global egalitarianism’’ (21.1.84). It 
preferred not to take direct swipes at 
“newcomers’’ in the Powellian fashion, 
allowing the man to do so for himself in an 
article on 26 January on the ‘‘make-believe 
Commonwealth’’ and its terrible 
repercussions in making ‘‘technically 
possible a huge and unintended settlement 
in Britain of Asian, African, and Caribbean 
populations’’. Not without reason was The 
Times accused by the Bishop of 
Birmingham of ‘‘thinly-disguised racism’’ 
in its coverage of the Powell speech 
(26.1.1984). 


Close bedfellows 


Other newspapers preferred to drop the 
disguise altogether, with The Sun going so 
far as to remind its readers of Enoch’s 
moments of past greatness, mentioning his 
rivers of blood speech, and quoting parts of 
it, in not one, but two articles of 21 
January. Incidentally, the Murdoch twins, 
The Sun and The Times, have not always 
adopted a different approach where Powell 


is concerned — in fact on one occasion at 
least they were the closest of bedfellows. 
Two years ago they both published the 
same full page admiring 70th birthday 
tribute by Patrick Cosgrave, who wrote 
that calling Powell a racist was a ‘‘most 
absurd’’ accusation. (The Times, 14.6.82; 
Sun, 15.6.82). How often do The Sun and 
The Times share the same text? 


Head in the sand 


After his Leicester speech the ‘‘ordinary 
people’’ sent ‘‘hundreds’’ of letters to The 
Sun, which printed portions of them under 
the banner headline: ‘‘Why we think Enoch 
is right’’. As for the other tabloids, they 
generally agreed with Powell’s criticism of 
the Queen’s broadcast, and maintained that 
he was ‘‘simply voicing the resentment and 
disquiet that parts of it (for the first time 
ever) evoked’’ (Daily Express, 23.1.84). 
The speech was, as The Sunday Express put 
it in a word,‘‘awful’’, and Powell was 
telling the truth. Powell, mused Richard 
McNeil in a Daily Star article entitled 
“Enoch and the Angry Natives’’, has said 
‘‘what many ordinary people may say... 
that the Queen’s Christmas broadcast was a 
disaster from the point of view of the 
ordinary person at home in Britain.’? He 
concluded by thanking Powell ‘‘for 
confronting us with uncomfortable truths’’ 
(31.1.84). Similar points were made by The 
Sunday Telegraph: ‘‘ordinary people’ 
would much prefer pictures of the Queen’s 
children and grandchildren to ‘‘any 
straining after topicality’. 

Thus, according to his press image, 
Powell gets legitimacy by voicing the 
concerns of ‘‘ordinary’’, home-grown, 
head-in-the-sand English people who 
suspect that the British-born people who 
happen to be black are ‘‘different’’ and less 
loyal, and that the whole world out there 
which is poor and non-white is a nuisance, 
and not worth the attention of our Queen. 
But Powell is no man of the people. 
Journalists never weary of telling us about 
his erudition and scholarly 
accomplishments. He is a man who speaks 
with ‘‘that incisiveness of mind and pellucid 
style which invariably commands 
attention’’ (The Daily Telegraph, 29.1.84). 
Does it matter to journalists if once again 
on this recent issue his ‘‘incisive mind’’ is 
operating on mistaken premisses, or in a 
realm of fantasy? On this occasion the 
entire basis of and rationale for his speech 
was his belief that the Queen’s Ministers 
had badly let her down. It turns out, 
however, that they had nothing to do with 
the offending broadcast in the first place — 
such was not their constitutional role. One 
suspects that Powell knew as much all 
along, but simply wanted to make a few 


more ‘‘pellucid’? comments about the 
‘new’? Commonwealth — that ‘‘crowning 
creation of British humbug nobody dares 
destroy’’, as he referred to it in an earlier 
Guardian article (28.9.81). As The 
Guardian gave him a platform then, so the 
entire press hangs on his every word now, 
revelling in the nasty innuendo. 

Twelve years ago The Sun, of all papers, 
treated him with considerably less 
reverence. In an article entitled ‘‘Powell’s 
Tide of Balderdash Flows On’’, 
accompanied by an anti-Powell, anti-racist 
cartoon, Jon Akass pointed out that despite 
all the speeches made by powerful 
politicians during the week ‘‘it is Mr Powell 
who makes the front pages of the Sunday 
papers, and Mr Powell is an unimportant 
and politically impotent man who is talking 
nonsense. If we all took no notice, would he 
go away?’’ (3.7.72). Mr Powell is still with 
us, and will not go away so long as the press 
continues to exploit the subject of race and 
inflame the passions of its readers to sell 
newspapers.

EDUCATION 





School walk-out threatened 


Black teachers in Brent who attended a one-day 
anti-racism conference face disciplinary action 
for leaving Willesden High School without 
permission. The National Convention of Black 
Teachers has threatened to strike if the teachers 
are disciplined. (Daily Express 22.2.84.) 


Fighting for the Monday Club 


The York University Conservative Association 
has enlisted Mr Peter Brooke, Education Under- 
Secretary, in its fight against a ban by the student 
union which bars members of the right-wing 
Monday Club from speaking at union meetings. 
The union’s policy has been defended by its 
president on grounds that the Monday Club’s 
views incite racial discord. (Yorkshire Evening 
Press 17.2.84.) 


PUBS 





The English only rule 


The chairman of the local community relations 
council in Gravesend will go with French- 
speaking friends to the three pubs which have 
imposed an ‘‘English-language only’’ rule, and 
see if they get thrown out. The council has 
denounced the rule as racist, saying it is aimed at 
Gravesend’s Indian community, and intends to 
report the pubs to the Commission for Racial 
Equality. (Western Mail, 16.2.84.) 


THE MEDIA 





The Press Council has ruled that newspapers 
should only introduce someone’s colour or race 
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when it was relevant to the story. The ruling 
follows a complaint brought by Mr Roderick 
Clyne against the Daily Telegraph that an article 
about a murder ‘‘left the impression that 
muggings and killings were associated with 
somebody who was black’’, and was calculated 
to stir up racial hatred. (The Scotsman 16.2.84.) 


RACIST ATTACKS 





Arson attack on disabled man 


Partially-paralysed Ajbar Mulji, 28, was at home 
in the Market Estate, Holloway, when burning 
petrol was poured under his door, and NF 
slogans and swastikas daubed on the walls of his 
home. (Uslington Gazette 17.2.84.) 


Hate invaders 


Twenty-oné-year-old Patricia Lawrence returned 
from work to find the front door of her Barking 
flat battered down, the walls plastered with racist 
slogans, her furniture and clothes slashed, 
photographs smashed, and bleach poured over 
the carpets. Goods worth £150 were stolen. 
(Barking and Dagenham Post 15.2.84.) 


Car vandalised 


A Bradford newsagent, Mr Manjit Singh, 
believes that racial prejudice is behind two recent 
attacks on his car, and fears that similar 
incidents could happen again. (Bradford 
Telegraph and Argus 16.2.84.)

Hunt for Racist 


A black youth accused of murder yesterday 
appealed for a white racist to come forward and 
prove his alibi. Apprentice mechanic Anthony 
Greaves, 17, of Matlock Gardens, Glossop, 
Derbyshire, claims he was being beaten up by a 
motorist at the time he was allegedly murdering 
teenager Diana Towers. (The Sun 22.2.84.) 


Cheltenham attack 


A judge at Gloucester Crown Court said that the 
attack by five skinheads on four Indian youths in 
Cheltenham had ‘‘racial overtones’’ and 
sentenced Sean McGeary to six months’ youth 
custody. (Gloucestershire Echo 16.2.84.) 


Streatham attack 


A young Asian schoolgirl in Streatham was 
assaulted and robbed by three youths who 
taunted her with racial abuse. (West Norwood 
News 10.2.84.) 


POLICE | 


Racial discrimination dismissed 





A claim by a black former probationary police 
constable, based at Worksop police station, that 
he was dismissed because of the colour of his 
skin was rejected when he failed to appear at an 
_ industrial court. (Morning Telegraph, 21.2.84.) 


Riot equipment for London police 


The Metropolitan police are to be supplied with 
water cannon, CS gas and plastic bullets for use 
in ‘‘riot control’ according to the Home Office. 
(Standard 23.2.84.) 
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Yard says ‘‘sorry”’ for beating up couple 


In 1976 David and Lucille White, a middle-aged 
Jamaican couple, were asleep in their Stoke 
Newington house when 17 policemen in search of 
stolen goods burst in and beat them viciously. 
They suffered multiple injuries. The police then 
brought assault charges against the couple. In 
April 1982 the couple were awarded £51,000 
damages after they sued the police in the High 
Court and in February 1984 they were handed an 
“anology’? from Scotland Yard. The Yard 
claimed that one officer had been fined, but 
three others found not guilty at a disciplinary 
hearing. The Director of Public Prosecutions has 
ruled that there can be no criminal proceedings 
against the 17 policemen owing to ‘‘the lapse of 
time involved’’. Meanwhile, the head of 
Hackney Council’s Police Support Unit has said 
that ‘‘it seems extraordinary when a High Court 
judge has condemned police action as being 
‘‘monstrous and wicked’’ for the only response 
to be an apology years later and for one police 
officer to get a fine of an unknown size.’’ (Daily 
Mail 15.2.84, Guardian 18.2.84, Hackney 
Gazette 24.2.84.) 


Police assault man 


A Ghanian driver for the Oman Embassy was 
cleared of three charges of assaulting police 
officers by an Old Bailey jury. The police said 
Mr Owusu-Sekeyere attacked them after refusing 
to take a breath test. Mr Owusu-Sekeyere 
claimed that six police officers broke down the 
door of his home ‘‘and rushed in and started 
beating me . . . I was fighting for my life, trying 
to get away from this police brutality.” 
(Newham Recorder 23.2.84.) 


Man did not assault police 


Terence Stewart of Clapham, charged with 
grabbing a policeman around the neck at a picket 
line, was discharged by Waltham Forest Court 
after three police officers gave conflicting 
evidence about how he was arrested. Mr Stewart 
said he had only spoken to the police because 
“they were being rather aggressive’ when they 
arrested another man. (Waltham Forest 
Guardian 3.2.84.) 


Man acquitted of shoplifting 


Fifty-year-old Colin Brown was discharged by 
Tottenham magistrates on allegations brought by 
Woolworths that he stole a jar of tumeric costing 
49p. When Mr Brown tried to explain to the 
police at Wood Green station that he had bought 
the tumeric at another shop he was told to ‘‘shut 
his f . . .g mouth’’. He later produced a receipt 
from the other shop. (Caribbean Times 2.3.84.) 


Inquiry into Newham 8 case 


The Newham Council are to go ahead with an 
inquiry into the Newham 8 case following the 
end of the Old Bailey trial. (Newham Recorder 
2.2.84.) 


Police cleared in Colin Roach case 


An internal police inquiry has cleared police 
accused of “‘insensitivity’’ in their handling of 
the Colin Roach case. (East London Advertiser 
17.2.84.) 


Police told to respect rights 


Sir Kenneth Newman announced that a code of 
professional ethics is to be introduced into the 
Metropolitan police, and that police must 
‘‘maintain scrupulously correct behaviour, 
irrespective of race, colour or creed.’’ (Southall 
Gazette 17,2.84.) 


Police brutality in Brixton 


On 3 February a West Indian singer, Junior 
Anthony Service, was arrested by police in 
Brixton, beaten and kicked in the back of their 


van and later in the day taken to hospital on a — 


stretcher where he needed an emergency 
operation to repair damage to his testicles and 
bladder. Mr Service remained in the hospital for 
nearly a month in police custody. During that 
time the police demanded personal details from 
all his visitors, and, it is reported, attempted to 
dislodge his catheter when he_ protested. 
(Caribbean Times, 17.2.84; 2.3.84; Guardian 
23.3.84.) 


Cab-drivers accuse police of unlawful arrest 


Thirteen minicab drivers from a West Indian-run 
cab firm in the Willesden High Road were 
arrested and taken to Harlesden police station 
for hours of questioning. None was charged with 
any offence. The Brent Campaign against Racial 
Discrimination has lodged an official protest. 
with the police, alleging unlawful arrest and bad 
treatment. (Willesden and Brent Chronicle 
17.2.84.) 


Police at the door 


When Jamaica-born Linda Williams of Peckham 
asked the two plain-clothes policemen looking 
for her son for their search-warrant she was 
allegedly dragged downstairs by her hair and 
repeatedly kicked. Mrs Williams, who is 
pregnant, is lodging a complaint against the 
police. (West Indian World 8.2.84.) 


COUNCILS 





Race monitoring 


32,000 council workers in Birmingham are being 
asked to state their racial origins in order, the 
council says, to see whether its equal 
opportunities policy is working. (Dudley Evening 
Mail 20.2.84.) 


Learning from Bradford 


The Conservative Brent Council is studying race 
relations in Bradford with a view to making 
policy changes. Among other new approaches 
the Brent Council has decided to keep ethnic 
records on a voluntary basis. (Kilburn Times 
3.2.84.) 


Building bridges 


Tory members of Calderdale Council have taken 
no action over Councillor Ron Thrower’s ‘‘send 
’em back’’ taunt made during a debate about 
racial minorities at a council meeting. Halifax 
Tory MP Mr Roy Galley said the object of the 
meeting had been ‘‘to build bridges between the 
Tory party and immigrant communities.’’ 
(Halifax Evening Courier 20.2.84.) 


IMMIGRATION 





Vinod Chauhan of Ashton-under-Lyne, 
Lancashire, met Minister of State for 
Immigration David Waddington at the Home 
Office on 15 February as part of his long fight 
against deportation. A petition signed by 3,000 
people has been presented on his behalf, and the 
Tamesside Council and Greater Manchester 
County Council have argued that the break-up of 
his marriage should not lead to Mr Chauhan’s 
deportation. (Press Release, the Vinod Chauhan 
Defence Campaign, 13.2.84.)
